II E Plants of the ſecond Claſs, altho very diſtin& in their appearance from thoſe of 

the firſt are nearly allied to them in nature : the want of rays, tho' a very obvious cha- 
racter, is ſlightly founded in reality: for a Ray is no more than a tubulated Floret, with two 
of its ſegments united, and growing out in length : however, as it is a plain, viſible, and very 
obvious mark of difference, it is perfectly ſuited to be the character of a Claſs in this artificial 
Index. It is conſtant in the greater part of the Genera and Species; but, where it varies the 
accident will occaſion no diſturbance or confuſion in our method; for the Bifront, Genus, 


or ſingle Plant, will have its place in both the Claſſes. This will be ſeen in the Bidens 1 in 


our preceding and following pages. 


Trp Plants of theſe two Claſſes being fo much allied, and Nature, always ſimilar in like 


inſtances, they become ſubject to the ſame ſubdiviſion: there are Plants of this Claſs, with 
Cups, containing all the differences of the laſt; and they may therefore be arranged under 
five orders of the ſame exact determination. 


Tux annexed Plate gives inſtances of all the orders, with the Cups naked, and with their 
Flowers: and to fave references to the foregoing claſſical Plate, we have here added the con- 
ſtruction alſo of the tubular Floret, entire and diſſected, and its ſeparated Filaments. See

ceeding Claſſes it will not be needful.

In Europe, the gardener's art tying it up to a ſtick, 
and trimming off its branches, raiſes with an upright but ſingle Stem, which, though too 
weak to ſtand alone, carries the aſpect of a Tree: they err in this, and pervert natural diſtinc- 
tions. The Leaves are of a duſky green on the upper fide, and white underneath : the Flow- 
ers are of a blue purple, but they are ſeldom perfect with us: though they often ſhew them- 
ſelves in Europe what we uſually ſee is nothing more than à head of white and . Buds. 
It requires a green-houſe, and 1s eaſily propagated by cuttings.
